LONDON, Jan. 11.—(CP)—A 
large-scale movement of the British 
wives and children of Canadian 
servicemen will start in February 
with between 6,000 and 8,000 de- 
pendents scheduled to go to Can- 
ada, Canadian military headquar- 
ters in London announced today.

Second War’s Cost 
4 Times as Much 
As Ist Great War 


BASEL, Switzerland, Jan. 11.— 
(AP) — The cost of the Second 
Great War was more than four 
times that of the First Great War, 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ment estimated in a report made 
public here today. 

Second Great War costs up to 
last summer borne by the various 
treasuries of the world were placed 
roughly at $680,000,000,000. Convert- 
ing the “1913 dollar” into a “1945 
dollar,” (taking into account the 
rise in prices) the cost of the First 
Great War was placed at $180,000,- 
000,000. 

These figures, the report said, 
represent direct costs only, with- 
out taking into account the capital- 
ized value of human life, the prop- 
erty losses, the loss of production, 
the cost of war relief and neutrals’ 
losses,

the chamber of commerce and 
other public bodies to press for 
lowering of railway freight rates 
and better improved water trans- 
portation. Dredging of the Atha- 
basca river is a necessity. 

HE CONGRATULATED the fed- 
eral and provincial governments on 
the new road to be constructed be- 
tween Grimshaw and Yellowknife 
but pointed out this will not be in 
eervice until the end of 1947. 

Hon, N. E. Tanner, provincial 
minister of lands and mines was 
lauded for his active interest on be- 
half of mining delevopment in Al- 
derta and the far north. 

THERE ARE THREE things up- 
permost in consideration of the de- 
velopment of Yellowknife and other 
morthern mineral areas. These are 
tn order of importance: 

(1) What Yellowknife can mean 
> Edmonton; (2) What there actu- 
ally is in the Yellowknife area it- 
self; (3) Transportation. 

In dealing with what Edmonton 
atands to gain by the development 
of Yellowknife, Mr. McCrea traced

SUDBURY HAD a population of 
2,000 in 1901 with a few small nickel 
mines the only activity jn the area. 
Today there are 50,000 people in the 
city and district, Porcupine has 35,- 
000 and Kirkland Lake between 25,- 
000 and 30,000. The adjacent Quebec 
mining fields are populated by 
20,000. 

“These people are great consum- 
ers of farm produce and manufac- 
tured products of all kinds. So 
much 80 that the mining area of 
Northern Ontario was an anchor 
point for the nation during the 
years of the great depression”. 

-Last year Ontario's mines pro- 
duced minerals valued at $199,000,- 
000. In 1941 an all-time production 
worth $267,000,000 was mined in the 
province, 

He quoted statistics showing the 
fmmense contribution that all the 
provinces of Canada have made to 
the national wealth through mining. 

Edmonton, all of Alberta and the 
west too will prosper in like man- 
ner if sufficient vision and enter- 
prise are displayed here, he de- 
elared. 

AS TO ACTUAL WEALTH of 
gold in the Yellowknife area, Mr.

stoppage of work, which was due to 
a labor dispute at the factory, work- 
shop or other premises at which he 
was employed. ... But the dis- 
qualification shall last only 90 long 
as the stoppage of work con- 
tinues... .” 

It was found that sections of 
International Typographical Union 
laws put the men “squarely within” 
provisions of section 43 (A) 

THE COURT also found that 
McKay could not make his claim 
under section 32 of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act. 

The section reads: Notwithstand- 
ing anything contained in the Act, 
no insured person shall be dis- 
qualified for receipt of benefit by 
reason only of his refusal to accept 
employment if by acceptance there- 
of, he would lose the right to be- 
come a member of, or; to continue 
to be a member and to observe the 
lawful rules of, or; to refrain from 
becoming a member of any associa- 
tion, organization or union of 
workers. 

“This court holds that the claim- 
ant is within the provision of sec- 
tion 43 (a) and that section 32 does 
not come to his rescue.” 

“RIGHTLY OR WRONGLY both 
the British and Dominion govern- 
ments have decided that men who 
become unemployed as a result of 
a stoppage of work caused by a 
labor dispute are not entitled to 
draw benefits.”

Mayor Harry Ainlay and his associates 
were elected to office on a highly progres- 
sive program which was endorsed over- 
whelmingly by the people of Edmonton. 
One of the prominent items in that pro- 
gram was civic beautification, and one of 
the most crying needs in the beautification 

as everyone recognizes, is the crea- 
tion of a park in the shabby, untidy and 
neglected area adjacent to the Macdonald 
Hotel, 

Is it not time, then, that Mayor Ainlay 
and his colleagues were beginning to do 
something about it? Is it not time that a 
start was made in removing the unsightly 
shacks that clutter up what could easily 
and cheaply be made one of the finest and 
most attractive breathing spaces in the 
downtown area of any city? 

The city already owns much of the pro- 
perty on this area. The chief stumbling 
block to consummation of the park plan 
is the corner property at 100 street and 
Jasper which was acquired some months 
ago by Mr. Frank MacMillan for $42,500. 

Now this corner property is the key- 
stone of the whole development scheme 
and it is difficult to understand why the 
city ever permitted the sale of this land 
at all. If it can be acquired reasonably, the 
park plan can go ahead. But if it is going 
to be made the object of speculation or any 
other kind of real estate manipulation, 
which becomes pure skullduggery where 
potential park property is concerned, the 
project, unless the city takes prompt steps, 
could be held up for years. 

There is, of course, no indication as yet 
that this property will be used for specula- 
tion, Indeed, Mr. MacMillan is a substan- 
tial and respected citizen, presumably with 
a due measure of civic pride, who might 
very well decide to donate the property to 
the city once he is aware it will be used for 
essential park purposes. The least he could 
possibly do would be to turn it over to the 
city for the price for which he acquired it. 

It would seem to be important, then, 
that Mayor Ainlay should open negotia- 
tions with Mr, MacMillan with the least 
possible delay so that he may have a 
chance of doing the decent and generous 
thing, 

One thing is certain—the people of 
Edmonton want this area cleaned up and 
“ndgrey and they will not tolerate any de- 
ay or self-seeking in connection with it. 

Not one day should go by before the 
city commences expropriation proceedings, 
friendly or legal, to acquire this corner 
property for essential park purposes.

concentration of military power the world 
had known. That the city still exists is the 
proof of how heroically it was defended, 
and the symbol of how completely the 
forces of aggression were smashed. There 
would be no United Nations Organization 
if the battle of which London was the stra- 
tegic centre had been lost, 

The address of King George to the 
delegates on the eve of the meeting rightly 
stressed the responsibility that has been 
placed in their hands, They represent more 
than fifty nations, comprising ninety per 
cent of the population of the world, Their 
business is to guide humanity into the 
ways of enduring peace. Not only by mak- 
ing war as nearly impossible as can be, but 
by instituting and promoting positive pol- 
icies which will cultivate international 
friendship, interdependence and trust. 

This, in essence, is what the former 
League also undertook to do. But the 
present Assembly knows more clearly than 
its predecessor did how grave are the con- 
sequences of failure, Five years of bloody 
global war, climaxed by the discovery of 
the atomic bomb, have made plain to all 
who think and care that peace is the con- 
dition upon which civilization can survive, 
perhaps the only condition on which the 
race itself can contime to exist. Bad men 
as well as good know now that extermina- 
tion is not impossible. There never before 
was any known means by which the de- 
population of the globe was practicable. 

Perhaps it will be as well if we do not 
expect too much of this first meeting of 
the Assembly. If Rome was not built in a 
day, neither can a new world order be 
established in a matter of weeks, If the 
preparatory commission drew up any sort 
of an agenda for the general body, it has 
not been announced, And in any event a 
stated program could be as poor a guide to 


| camp kitchen riot, 
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the proceedings to come as the Speech at 
the opening of a session of parliament. 
Within the four corners of the Charter the 
Assembly is a law unto itself. It can decide 
what subjects need first attention, and 
which can be left to the future. A legisla- 
ture never entirely clears the order paper. 
That is likely to be true also of the As- 
sembly. 

It will not be strange if this first 
gathering is concerned mainly with organ- 
izational business and with a survey of 
world conditions, rather than with specific 
questions. 


Who is to “Occupy” 


A year ago everybody was agreed that 
Germany and Japan must be occupied by 
Allied troops for an indefinitely long per- 
iod. Fifty years did not seem then to be 
too long a term. The general concensus was 
that the police forces would have to be 
maintained until Nazism had died out and 
Japanese jingoism had become a thing of 
the past. It was easy then to say that no- 
thing short of this would guarantee the 
world against a revival of aggression in 
these countries. It is still reasonable to 
believe that nothing less will give man- 
kind the security to which it is entitled. 

But wiiie accepting the occupation pol- 
icy, neither Ottawa nor Washington seems 
to have realized the now very obvious diffi- 
culty involved. Keeping occupation forces 
in these enemy states means that thousands 
of Canadian and American soldiers are 
being held there as unwilling garrison 
troops. Provision for replacements does not 
seem to have been made‘ at either capital 
on any definite plan known to the men now 
doing duty in Germany and Japan. The 
sooner such plans are announced, the bet- 
ter. Two years is the limit that men should 
be asked to do duty in those remote areas. 


Chinese Nationalist and Communist 
leaders announce again that hostilities 
have ceased. Since General Marshall un- 
derwrites the settlement this time, per- 
haps it will stick. 


Chicago never produced a more horrify- 
ing crime than the one that is now absorb- 
ing the energies of the police and the at- 
tention of the public. At least there is a 
prospect that aroused public opinion and 
sharpened official vigilance will make life 
in that great city safer in future. 


It has been generally supposed that Sir 
Frederick Banting lost his life while 
engaged in devising counter-measures 
against an expected attempt of the Axis 
powers to sow germs on this continent and 
thus start epidemics. The department of 
National Defense has confirmed this 
unterstanding. It does not explain whether 
Sir Frederick died in an accident or whe- 
ther some enemy agent had tampered 
with the mechanism of his plane. That is 
a point on which the public would like 
positive information, if such is in posses- 
sion of the officials, or can be obtained.

Insistence on Plans 


Outlined by Ontario Leader Could Make Any

Mr. Drew has finally stated his 
reaction to the Dominion proposals 
for the settlement of Dominion- 
provincial financial relations. So 
long as the position of the larger 
provinces, particularly that of the 
government of Ontario, was not 
known the discussions had perforce 
to proceed in an air of unreality. 


Mr. Drew's statement, for better or 
for worse, at least makes it possible 
to get to grips with the basic issues. 

Whether Mr. Drew’s contribution 
will ultimately facilitate, or make 
utterly impossible any workable 
agreement remains to be seen, Cer- 
tainly the Ontario premier’s ap- 
proach to the whole problem is 
diametrically opposite to that pro- 
posed by the Dominion. 

The Dominion'’s case, as stated 
in its submission to the August con- 
ference, proceeded on the basis of 
the undeniable fact that the war 
had placed very heavy burdens, 
and the needs of post-war recon- 
struction had fixed unavoidable 
responsibilities upon the federal 
government, The huge war debt 
has trebled the annual interest 
charge, the re-establishment and re- 
habilitation of returned servicemen 
would cost many hundreds of mil- 
lions; the substantial cost of our 
contribution to the relief of war- 
ravished peoples would have to be 
borne; the maintenance of a de- 
fence establishment adequate to 
meet our obligations to the United 
Nations would entail expenditures 
many times the pre-war figure.

THESE ITEMS ALONE would 
increase the federal budget by 
three times that of any previous 
peacetime pear. Further, the 


war economic reconstruction is 
fundamentally dependent upon the 
restoration and expansion of export 
trade. In the disjointed world of 
the present this expansion is pos- 
sible only if the Canadian govern- 
ment stands ready to extend liter- 
ally billions in loans and advances 
to'our temporarily impoverished 
customers. These are inescapable 
responsibilities of the federal gov- 
ernment. In order to carry them, 
the Dominion has argued that it 
must have sole access to certain na- 
tionally produced revenues, namely 
the progressive taxes on incomes, 
corporations and _ estates. Mr. 
Drew’s proposals would deny this. 
Indeed, he goes further and asks 
that the Dominion turn over to the 
provinces exclusively certain tax 
fields which the Dominion now 
uses. How are the over-riding na- 
tional obligations to be met—obli- 
pate eather eta etan ceetca 
burst against the demands to spend 
more money is but a reminder of 
this fact.

THE INABILITY of the less fav. 
ored provinces to provide adequate- 
ly for essential provincial services 
has long been a chronic problem 
in our federal system. The growing 


crisis resulting from this problem 
during the depression was the im- 
mediate occasion for the appointe 
ment of the Sirois Commission. For 
the solution of this difficulty the 
Dominion has proposed that there 
should be a clear-cut re-distribution 
of tax fields and of certain responsi« 
bilities in accordance with modern 
realities; and that the provinces 
should receive stipulated per capita 
subsidies designed to enable all of 
them to meet their essential re- 
quirements, This proposal is based 
on the theory that it is desirable 
in our federal structure to maintain 
the greatest possible measure of 
fiscal autonomy and independence 
on the part of both the Dominion 
and the provinces. While Mr. Drew 
also seeks to accomplish this result, 
his proposal upon examination ape 
pears to be founded on the opposite 
conception. 

Under Mr. Drew's scheme the 
position of the less favored pro- 
vinces would not be met by a clear 
cut and direct method. He would 
create a fund to which all the pro- 
vinces contribute and from which 
the needy provinces would receive 
subsidies as determined by a con- 
tinuing Dominion-provincial co-ord.

WHAT IN PRACTICE would this 
mean?

In national 
matters, the Dominion government 
instead of determining its financial 
policy in accordance with its direct 
responsibility to the people as a 
whole, would be beholden to a com- 
mittee of provincial premiers.

No Move To End 
Double In Canada 


OTAWA, Jan. 11—(CP)—Cana- 
dian officials said Thursday there 
was no evidence of a move in Can- 
ada to abolish daily doubles at 
racing tracks as has been author- 
ized by the New York state racing 
commission. 

In Canada race track betting 
comes under the jurisdiction of the 
agriculture department, 

In Toronto, James Heffering, 
president of the Incorporated Cana- 
dian Racing Associations, said he 
did not see the reason why the 
New York State Racing Commis- 
sion had authorized abolition of 
the daily double. 

“I can see no reason for it,” he 
said, “and I do not think that 
Canadian Associations are likely to 
follow suit.

Retract Statement 
Stock Ownership, 


LONDON, Jan. 11 — (CP) ~A 
Bank of England official said yes- 
terday that a report carried by the 
Canadian Press Dec. 15 on the 
ownership of General Motors com- 
mon stock in Britain was incorrect. 

The report, obtained from Reuters 
News Agency, quoted the official 
as saying that General Motors com- 
mon stock pledged to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation as 
collateral for a loan to Britain early 
in the war was still the property 
of the original British owners. 

THE BANK OFFICIAL said yes- 
terday he had made an error. He 
added that, except for a short list 
of non-marketable dollar securities 
borrowed by the treasury in 1940 
and 1941, a long list of dollar shares 
held by Britons at the time was 
requisitioned by the treasury and 
purchased outright in sterling. Con- | 
sequently any dividends accruing | 
from these shares go to the treasury

105,292 Workers 
Were Jobless 
At Year’s End 


OTTAWA, Jan. 11—(CP)—Un- 
employed Canadian workers reg- 
istered at employment offices ex- 
ceeded unfilled jobs by 105,292 at 
Dec. 28, the labor department re- 
ported last night. 

THE DEPARTMENTS figures 
showed an increase of more than 
9,000 compared with the last pub- 
lished figures which were for Dec. 
7, but the department said that 
compared with Dec, 14 the number 
of unplaced workers had been cut 
by 4,000, the first reduction record- 
ed since VJ-Day. 

The Dec. 28 figures showed 184,- 
720 workers available with 79,428 
jobs unfilled, comparative figures 
for Dec. 7 were 184,523 workers and 
88,845 jobs. 

THE REDUCTION of 4,000 un- 
placed workers in the previous 
weck was taken as evidence ‘of 
stability, attributed to increased 
civilian production and temporary 
employment during the Christmas 
season, 

The 79,428 job opportunities in- 
cluded 23,596 jobs in lumbering and 
logging. The remaining vacancies 
provided openings for 29,606 men 
and 26,226 women. 

Lumber operators were reported 
prepared to extend their operations 
if sufficient labor could be found 
and the department said it was ex- 
pected from 15,000 to 20,000 addi- 
tional men would go to camps in 
January.
